Loss of Life and Property Laid 


Waste by Wind and Rain. 


ELEVEN DEAD AT WINONA. 


Appalling News from Points in Mis- 


souri, Kansas an@ the Indian 
Territory. 


Reports,of devastating storms during the 
past three days come from points covering 
a large territory and show that the entire 
eastern watershed of the Rocky Mountains, 
from the Nebraska and Iowa lines to Texas, 
were swept by wind and rain. Friday 
night the severest blow came. Reports of, 
loss of life and destruction of property 
came with every telegram to the Post-Dis- 
patch, and the downpour, first regarded as 
a blessing, grew into a wave of devastation. 
‘Fields of grain that promised the most 
bountiful yield in many years were swept 
bare of vegetation, In several instances 
the seas of rain were abetted in their work 
of destruction by tornadoes. It is too early 
yet to sum up the loss, but the total is ap- 
falling, and those to whom the angry ele- 
ments spared life have little left to sustain 
it. The stories of storm are so similar that 
a statistical summary is all there is left to 
tell. 

The storm focus embraced an area of 200 
square miles, with the southwestern corner 
of Missouri as the center. The greatest 
loss of life is reported from Winona, Mo., 
where eleven corpses have been found, with 
as many more missing. 

At Baxter Springs, in Southwestern Kan- 
sas, five were killed and eleven seriously 
injured by a cyclone that accompanied the 
storm. ‘i 

One person was drowned at Columbus and 
two at Ottawa, Kan. a 

At Van Huren, Ark., a mother and her 
babe were drowned. 

A family of five was encamped on the 
bank of Fish Creek in the Indian Territory. 
Nothing of them or their belongings was 
found, except a part of their wagon en a” 
pile of driftwood. : 

At Thomasville, Mo., where the rainfall 
was four inches in one hour, five persons 
were lost. Unconfirmed reports are re- 
ceived of loss of life as follows: 

Three at Fayetteville, Ark., 1 at Paola, 
Kan., I at Richards, Kan., and 6 of a hunt- 
ing party in the Indian Territory. This 
gives a known and probable loss of forty- 
three lives. 

This total will be tncreased when the re- 
ceding water permits a thorough search. 

The loss in property can be placed in the 
millions. Dwellings, fences and farm build- 
ings were carried off and highway and rail- 
road bridges swept away. 

Thirty of the eighty buijdings in Winona’ 
succumbed. 

Five residences,’ a church and a ware- 
house went down at, Baxter Springs. Six 
bridges went out in Russell County, Kan. 

About Jefferson City, Mo., many square 
miles of grain were destroyed.

Reports of damage to property other than 
above noted come from five points in Kan- 
sas, nine in Missouri, six in Arkansas and. 
two in the Indian Territory.

on of the loss in property. The greatest 
burden falls upon the f rs, as the sea- 
son ig too far spent to t new crops, 
and suffering will surely follow in the 
storm’s wake.

Archbishop Kain has modified the ruling 
of some priests with regard to Grand Army 
funerals. Members of the G. A. R. may

ASSESSING THE RAILROADS. 


It is understood that the State Board 
of Equalization will take up this weck 
the assessment of the railroads of Mis- 
souri for taxation purposes. The votes 
in the Board on this question will be 
watched with keen interest by the people 
of the State. . 

As an index of how the people feel on 
this subject, we invite the attention of the 
members of the Board to the following 
resolution, which was adopted in the Mis- 
souri House of Representatives on Feb. 
21, 1893, by a vote of 85 ayes to 22 noes: 

The railroad property of this State being 
assessed at less than 5 per cent of its 
actual value, while farming property is 
assessed at over # per cent of its value; 
therefore, : 

Resolved, That the State Board of Equal- 
ization are hereby directed to increase the 
late of taxation of railroad property until 
such property shall bear its equitable share 
of the burdens of taxation. 

The House was at that time strongly 
Democratic and the resolution was adopt- 
ed by a majority of Democratic votes. 
In January, 1895, the House being then 
Republican, a resolution was adopted by 
an almost unanimous vote demanding an 
increase of the taxable wealth of the 
railroads until railroad property shall 
bear its equitable share of taxation.“ 

There can be no doubt that this de- 
mand, put forward by two different 
Houses of Representatives, expresses the 
wish and will of the people. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown from tbe 
figures submitted to the Railroad Com- 
‘mission by the railroads themselves that 
their property is not assessed at an 
equitable ratio with other property. The 
farm property of Missouri, for example, 
is assessed at about one-third of its 
actual value. It is a high estimate to 
place the present valuation of railroad 
property at one-quarter of its real value. 

Another fact which the State Board 
of Equalization can legitimately consider 
is the railroad lobby and its relation to 
legislation, nominating conventions and 
the like. Any interest that can and does 
maintain a regular salaried lobby at 
Jefferson City can afford to pay more 
taxes. If it did not have more money 
than it requires for the legitimate pur- 
poses of railroad business, the lobby 
would not be there. It is better that this 
surplus money ‘should go into the State 
and County treasuries than into the 
pockets of the lobbyists and their legis- 
lative ‘‘cattle.”

I saw no new acts of 
war on the Ad and 23d (November), except 
the looting of houses and stores. That 
reat, on until there was nothing left to 
oot.
